I  hart 
heard  of  many  mechanical  methods  df 
making  poe»s;  but  the  corking  up  the 
cfiiuvla  of  Giub-ftrect  into  bottles,  and 
difpenfmg  it  to  all  ihofc  who  wifn  to  be¬ 
come  poets,  witli  adlrc6lion  to  frncU  to  the 
bottle  before  they  begin  writing,  becaufe 
Inch  finelling  has  the  lame  cfteil  as  dire^l 
infpiration,  is  a  method  which  evinces  the 
author  of  if  lobe  almolt  as  madasthe  coun¬ 
try  quack.  Yet  fuch  is  the  method  which 
^  the  ingenious  Mr.  Fofnrpok  T  recommend^ 
to  thofe  dclirous  of  becoming  poets;  tho’ 
the  poetry  with  wliich  he  concludes  his  firft 
number,  demonftrates  that  he  ufed  fonie 
more  cfticacious  method  hlmfclf,  and  that 
it  partook  of  a  nobler  origin  than  the  ef¬ 
fluvia  of  Grub-ftrtet.  'Fhe  publication 
of  a  periodical  paper  at  a  public  fchool  is 
a  circumftance  both  new  and  furprizing  ; 
and  is  a  Ibong  proof  that,  however  true 
in  other  refpeds  the  allegations  of  thofe 
mav  bo  who  are  preaching  the  degeneracy 
of  tiic  prefent  age  in  comparifon  with  pail 
ones,  in  refpc^’l  to  a  daring  fplrit  and  a  de- 
fiie  of  knowledge,  they  are  altogether 
groundlds.  At  Oxford  the  dcfign  is  not 
novel.  The  Connoifi'eui,by  Cuiman,  See, 
was  carried  on  there  ;  a  performance 
which  as  much  outweighs  the  Olla  Po¬ 
drida  in  fteiling  value,  as  the  poems  of 
Homer  do  the  eflfufions  of  the  American 
bard.  I  am  informed,  from  noeortemp- 
tible  authority, that  the  VV*  ftminfter  lads-|* 
have  it  in  agitation  to  follow  the  example 
of  the  Elonliins.  I  hope  they  may  iuc- 
ceed,  :in<l  exerte  the  other  public  ichocls 
to  the  fame  attempt ;  for  then,  Sir,  tli^ 
eighteenth  century  may  hoaft,  that  boys 
of  fourteen  or  fjxtcen  years  of  age  retailed 
the  fayings  of  Socrates,  criticifed  the 
works  of  antiquity,  conc6fed  the  vices  of 
the  times,  iirc^’rafed  the  volumes  of  learn- 
ing,  polnicd’^ni  the  paths  of  virtue  and 
knowledge,  iind  improved  the  age  they 
lived  in  Tiy  iheir  own  bold  and  honeft 
exertions.  ‘

^nd  that  altti alien  of  mind,  in  the  molt 
riatuial  and  icgular  mannci ,  piodnces  the 
caiittrophe.

After  fume  dialogue  highly 
chara6tcrilllc,  Dalila  throws  ott  the  malk 
of  atfeilion,  boalis  of  what  Ihe  had 
done  to  her  country’s  enemy,  and  balely 
infulis  him.  The  agita'lon  ot  Samfon's 
mind  thus  incicafed,  is  ttill  farther  ag¬ 
gravated  by  the  boaih*of  the  giant  Ha- 
raph.i,  who,  on  Samfon’s  thrice  chal¬ 
lenging  him  to  fmgle  combat,  retires, 
threatening  the  revenge  of  a  coward  :

^  Earth  which  was  ufecl  for  this  Ana- 
Jyfis  had  a  whitifli  colour,  a  Ifriated  tex¬ 
ture,  and  it  was  femi-tranfparent. 

Its  fpecific  gravity  was  4,2919. 

The  aftion  of  a  ftrong  heat  deprives 
this  mineral  of  its  tranfparency,  renders 
it  friable,  but  its  weight  is  not  fenfibly 
altered.  After  four  hours  calcination,  it 
was  found  to  he  not  more  foluble  in  water 
than  it  was  before.  During  the  calcina¬ 
tion  of  this  mineral,  no  odour  of  liver  of 
fulphur  is  perceived,  which  is  not  the 
cale  when  theBolonian  ftone,  or  phol'pho- 
rus,  is  calcined.  The  powder  of  it, 
after  having  been  expofed  to  a  ftrong 
fire,  was  found  concreted  into  a  lump; 
and  that  part  of  it  which  Hood  neareft  to 
VPL.  XIII. 
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cflfervcfcencc,  and  the  earthy  nitre  which 
is  formed  thereby  is  precipitated  as  foon 
as  it  is  formed  ;  but  fomc  vitiiolatcd 
ponderous  earth  is  precipitated  with  it  at 
the  fame  time. 

About  fixiy  parts  of  water  are  required 
to  diflblvc  one  part  of  this  nitrous  fait, 
and  that  not  without  the  abidance  of  heat. 

The  evaporation  of  this  lolution  pro¬ 
duces  cryftals  molUy  of  an  oftohcdral 
form,  but  with  truncated  corners. 

This  nitrous  fait  is  not  altered  in  the 
open  air,  but  upon  the  fire  it  decrepitates 
and  melts. 

Tlie  common  fort  of  marine  acid, 
which  always  contains  fomc  vitriolic  acid, 
difTolves  the  aerated  ponderous  earth 
with  effervefcence,  but  fome  vitriolated 
ponderous  earth  is  precipitated  from  it.— 
The  following  cxj)eriment  fliews,  that  the 
pure  and  concentrated  majine  acid  dif- 
Ihlves  this  rnineral,  and  forms  with  it  a 
fait  which  is  foluble  in  water. 

Half  an  ounce  of  aerated  ponderous 
earth  was  dillillcd  together  with  one 
ounce  of  fal  ammoniac  ;  in  which  opera¬ 
tion  fome  concrete  volatile  alkali  cfcaped 
from  it;  the  undccompofcd  part  of  the 
lalt  w’as  fublimcd,  and  adhered  to  the 
tipper  part  and  fidcs  of  the  retort ;  and 
the  refiduum  of  this  dillillation  was  en¬ 
tirely  foluble  in  water.  The  folution 
eva)>orated  produced  a  fait  in  the  form  of 
jhcinboid  ciyftals.  This  fait  remains 
unaltered  in  tlic  open  air.  In  the  fire,  by 
lofing  the  water  of  cryftallization,  it  be¬ 
comes  opaque  and  white,  but  it  is  not 
ciccompofcd.  The  folution  of  this  lalt  is 
the  l>crt  precipitant  to  dlfcover  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  vitriolic  acid  in  the  nitrous 
or  marine  acids.

But  cit  * 
cuinitances  are  now  changed.  Tlie  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  donors  no  longer  exilts. 
'I'hc  literati  arc  more  curious  and  inquifi- 
five,  and  not  difpofed  to  receive  any  thing 
on  the  authority  ot  unfupported  tradition. 
We  flnll  therefore  attend  with  the  utmolt 
impartiality  to  the  arguments  advanced  in 
the  Difl'erlation  now  before  us.  The  rea¬ 
der  however  mult  obferve,  that  it  will  be 
inipoliible  for  us  to  do  adequate  jufticc  to 
the  writer’s  train  of  reafoning  by  a  mere 
fketch,  to  which  we  arc  nccelTiuily  con¬ 
fined  in  this  article. 

The  author,  in  the  firlt  place,  prefents 
liis  readers  with  the  orighial  inlcription 
in  Greek,  as  it  is  exhibited  in  the  excel¬ 
lent  edition  of  Dr  Chandler,  This  is 
accompanied  with  Chandltr*s  Latin  vcr- 
iion,  and  followed  by  an  Engliih  tran- 
flation  with  notes. 

The  firit  chapter  of  the  fubfequent  Dlf- 
fertation  contains  a  general  account  of 
the  Marbles.  The  Parian  Chronicle,  fays 
the  author,  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  writ¬ 
ten  264.  years  before  the  chriftian  aera.  In 
its  pel  fc6l  date  it  contained««a  chronologi¬ 
cal  detail  of  the  principal  events  of  Greece 
during  a  period  of  1318  years,  beginning 
with  Cccrops,  before  Chilli  1 58a  years, 
and  ending  with  tiic  archonfliip  cf  Diog- 
netus,  before  Chrid  164..  But  the  chro¬ 
nicle  of  the  lall  ninety  years  is  loll  j  fo 
that  the  part  now  remaining  ends  at  the 
atchonlhip  of  Diotimus,  354.  years  be¬ 
fore  the  birth  of  Chrill ;  and  in  tills  frag¬ 
ment  the  infcrlption  is  at  prefent  fo  much 
corroded  and  effaced,  that  the  fcnlie  can 
only  be  difeovered  by  very  learned  and  in- 
dulcrious  antiquaries,  or,  more  properly 
Ipcaking,  lupplied  by  their  conjectures. 

This  Chronicle,  and  many  other  re- 
liques  of  antiquity,  were  purchafed  in 
Afia  Minor,*  in  Greece,  or  m  the  iilands 
of  the  Archipelago,  by  Mr.  William 
Petty,  wh  »  in  the  year  1614  was  lent  by 
Thomas  Earl  of  Arundel  for  the  pui- 
f  ofe  of  niakii'g  fuch  coliccliuns  for  him 
in  the  Eall.  l  liey  were  brought  into 
England  about  the  beginning  ot  the  year 
1627,  and  placed  in  the  gardens  belong¬ 
ing  to  Atundel-houfe  in  London. 

Soon  after  their  arrival  they  excited  a 
genet  al  curiofity,  and  were  viewed  by 
many  inquifitive  and  learned  men  ; 
among  others  by  Sir  Robert  Cotton, 
vho  prevailed  upon  Selden  to  em¬ 
ploy  Ins  abilities  in  explaining  the  Greek 
infcr’ptlonr.  Selden^  and  two  of  his 
f:  leads,  Patrick  Young,  or,  as  he  llylcd 


himfelf  in  Latin,  Patricius  Jiinluf,  and 
Richard  James,  immediately  commenced 
their  operations,  by  cleaning  and  exu- 
mining  the  marble  containing  the  Smyr- 
ncan  and  Magnefian  league ;  and  after¬ 
wards  proceeded  to  the  Parian  Chronicle. 
The  following  year  Selden  publiflied  a 
fmall  volume  in  quarto,  including  about 
thirty-nine  infciiptions  copied  from  the 
Marbles. 

In  the  tuibulcnt  reign  of  Charles  I.  and 
the  fubfequentUfurpation,  Arundcl-houfe 
was  often  deferled  by  the  illuflrious  own¬ 
ers  j  and,  in  their  abfence,  fome  of  tlie 
Marbles  were  defaced  and  broken,  and 
others  either  ftolen,  or  ufed  for  the  ordi¬ 
nary  pui  pofes  of  architeClurc.  The  Chro¬ 
nological  Marble,  in  particular,  was  iin- 
tortunately  broken  and  defaced.  The 
upper  part,  containing  thirty-one  epo- 
clias,  is  faid  to  have  been  worked  up  in 
repairing  a  chimney  in  Arundel-houfe, 

In  the  year  1667,  the  Hon.  Henry 
Howard,  afterwards  duke  of  Norfolk, 
the  grandfon  of  the  firft  colleClor,  pre- 
fented  thefe  remains  of  antiquity  to  the 
Univeriity  of  Oxford. 

Selden’s  work  becoming  very  fcarce, 
bifliop  Fell  engaged  Mr.  Prideaux  to 
puhlilh  a  new  edition  of  the  inferiptions, 
which  was  printed  at  Oxford  in  1676. 
In  1732  Mr.  Maiitaire  obliged  the  pub¬ 
lic  with  a  more  comprehenfive  view  of 
the  Marbles  than  either  of  his  predecef- 
fors.  Lallly,  Dr.  Chandler  publilhed  a 
new  and  improved  copy  of  the  Marbles 
in  1763,  in  which  he  correfted  the  mif- 
takes  of  the  former  editors  j  and  in  fome 
of  the  inferiptions,  particularly  that  of 
the  Parian  Chronicle,  fupplied  the  la¬ 
cunae  by  many  happy  conjeclures. 

In  tlie  fecond  chapter  our  author  im¬ 
mediately  proceeds  to  confider  tlie  au¬ 
thenticity  of  the  Chronicle  ;  obferving, 
that  the  doubts  which  have  fometimes 
occurred  to  him  on  this  fubje^t,  arife 
from  the  following  confiderations. 

1.  The  chai'a6lers  have  no  certain  or  un¬ 
equivocal  marks  of  antiquity. 

IL.lt  is  not  probable  that  the  Chronicle 
was  engraved  for  private  use. 

III.  It  docs  not  appear  to  have  been  en¬ 
graved  by  PUBLIC  AUTHORITY. 

IV.  The  Greek  and  Roman  writers,  for 
a  longtime  after  the  date  of  this  work, 
complain,  that  tlicy  had  no  chronolo¬ 
gical  account  of  the  affairs  of  antient 
Greece. 

V.  The  Chronicle  is  not  onte  mentioned 
by  any  wiitcr  of  antiquity. 

VI.  Some  of  the  fafls  Icem  to  have  been 
liken  fsoiu  authors  of  a  later  date. 

VII.  Para. 
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VII.  Paraclironifms  appear  in  feme  of 
the  epochas,  which  we  can  fcaiccly 
fuppol'e  a  Greek  chronologer  in  the 
hundred  and  twenty-ninth  Olympiad 
would  be  liable  to  commit. 

VIII.  The  hiftory  of  the  difeovery  of  the 
Marbles  is  obicure  and  unfatisfa^lory. 

Lastly,  The  literary  world  has  been 
frequently  im poled  upon  by  fpurious 
books  and  inlcriptions ;  and  therefore 
we  Ihould  be  extremely  cautious,  with 
regard  to  what  we  receive  under  the  ve¬ 
nerable  name  of  antiquity. 

I,  The  chara^lers  have  no  certain  or 
unequivocal  marks  of  antiquity. 

Selden  informs  us,  that  all  the  letters, 
except  n  and  Z,  are  exactly  reprefented  by 
the  Greek  types  ;  that  the  former  has  the 
perpendicular  line  on  the  right  hand, 
only  half  as  long  as  the  parallel  line  on 
the  left,  and  the  latter  the  form  of  the 
proftrate  H.  But,  fays  our  author,  thefe 
two  charafltrs  n  and  IE  fo  frequently  oc¬ 
cur,  and  are  fo  well  known,  that  any 
modern  fabricator  of  a  Greek  infeription, 
which  he  intends  to  iinpoie  uf^  the 
world  as  a  rtlique  of  antiquity, 'would 
moft  probably  ulc  them,  in  preference  to 
the  more  common  and  ordinary  forms. 
He  adds,  I  am  perfuaded  that  the  anti¬ 
quity  of  an  infeription  can  never  be  proved 
by  the  mere  form  of  the  letters  ;  becaul'e 
the  moft  ancient  charaflers  may  be  as 
eafily  counterfeited,  as  thofe  which  now 
compofe  our  prtfent  alphabets. 

That  the  learned  reader  may  form  a 
competent  idea  of  the  characters  in  ilic 
Clironicle,  tlie  ainlior  has  compared  them 
with  thole  of  other  ini'triptions,  and  given 
what  is  ufually  termed  a/^^*  ftmiU. 

It  may  he  laid  that  there  are  fevcral 
archaifms  in  this,  infeription,  which  are 
evident  maiks  of  aniujuity ;  As,  ly 
•  Lycorca,  lla^u  in  Paio, 
Ufx  &'c.  But  what  reafon,  fays 

our  autlicr,  could  there  be  for  introducing 
thefe  archaiTms  into  the  Paiian  Cliro- 
i.icle  ?  Wc  do  not  uftiallv  find  them  in 
Greek  writers  of  the  lame  age,  or  even 
thofe  of  the  molt  early  date.  The  reign 
of  Ptolemy  Philadelphns,  when  this  in¬ 
feription  IS  faid  to  have  been  engraved, 
Wib  not  an  ape  of  rude  antiquity  with 
rcfpeCl  to  the  Greek  language.  It  was 
lo9  years  after  the  time  of  Homer  and 
Hefiod,  and  130  after  that  of  Xenophon 
and  Plato,  when  the  Greek  language  was 
fpoken  and  written  in  its  utmolt  purity 
and  elegance,  Wc  can  fcarcely  fuppofc, 
that  even  a  ftonc-culter,  in  that  refined 
age,  would  have  been  permitted  to  dif- 


grace  a  fuperb  and  learned  monument 
with  fuch  barbarifms.  I  am  almoft 
tempted  to  furpt^l,  that  thefe  pretended 
archaifms  are  owing  to  a  mean  affe^bt* 
tion  of  antiquity,  or  to  a  corrupted  dia* 
led  and  pronunciation  in  later  ages* 
They  appear,  I  conftfs,  on  other  marbles| 
but  for  that  very  reafon  they  would  be 
naturally  adopted  by  the  fabricator  of  a 
fuppofititious infeription.  And  theauthen^ 
ticity  of  thefe  inferiptions  in  which  they 
ap^vear  muft  be  eftabliftied,  before  they 
can  be  produced  in  oppofition  to  the  pre¬ 
lent  argument. 

In  the  third  chapter  the  author  proves^ 
that  it  is  fcarcely  probable  fuch  an  cx- 
penfive  and  cumberous  work  as  the  Chro¬ 
nological  Marble  would  have  been  exe¬ 
cuted  by  a  private  citizen,  a  philofopher^ 
01  an  hiftorian  at  Paros,  cither  for  his 
own  amufement,  or  tor  the  benefit  of  hit 
countrymen. 

In  confiiination  of  this  point  he  Ihews^ 
by  a  variety  of  obfeivations,  that  the 
fehtme  of  engraving  a  fyftem  of  chrono¬ 
logy  on  marble  was  ufclefs  and  abfurd; 
and  that  writing  on  paper  or  parchment 
was  the  univerlal  practice  at  that  time. 

Having  produced  the  atteftation  of  fe- 
veral  writers  on  this  head,  he  fays.  It 
is  n«t  however  ncccflary  to  prove,  by  the 
leftiniony  of  ancient  authors,  that  books 
were  w'liitcn  on  parchment,  or  paper 
matk  of  the  Egyptian  papyrus,  or  any 
fucli  materials,  iKfoie  the  date  of  the  Pa¬ 
rian  Chronicle.  This  is  lufficicntly 
evinced  by  the  very  exiltcnce  of  the  wri¬ 
tings  of  ISIoles,  David,  Solouion,  and 
the  Jewllli  prophets  ;  the  works  of  Ho¬ 
mer,  Hellod,  Anacreon,  Pindar,  ^fehy- 
lus,  Sophoclcb,  Euripides,  Herodotus, 
Hippocrates,  Ariftophanes,  Thucydides, 
Xenophon,  Plato,  Demorthencs,  Ari- 
ftotle,  Siic,  and  is  ftill  more  inconteftibly 
proved  by  the  libiarics  which  were  col- 
ie£led  in  preceding  ages,  or  about  that 
time  j  luch  as  thole  oi  Polycrates  in  Sa¬ 
mos,  Plfiftratus  and  Euclldes  at  Athens, 
Nicoerutes  in  Cyprus,  Euripides  the  poet, 
Ariliotle  the  philofcpher,  Oearchus  at 
Hei  aelca  Pontlca,  and  the  moft  extenfivc 
and  magnificent  library  of  Ptolemy  Phi- 
ladclphus  in  Egypt,  founded  in  or  before 
the  year  184,  w  hich,  in  his  time,  js  faid  to 
have  contained  ioo,ooe  volumes,  and  to 
have  been  enlarged  by  his  fucceflbrs  to  the 
amount  of  aliiioft7oo,eqo.  Not  lorgaftcr- 
wards  a  library  was  founded  at  Pergamus 
by  Attains  and  Eumenes,  whic^  accord¬ 
ing  to  Plutarch,  contained  i«o,ooo. 
Thefe  are  clear  and  decifive  proofs,  that 
the  common  mode  of  writing  in  the  time^ 
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of  Ptolemy  Philadelphus  was  not  on 
Stones. 

The  purport  of  the  fourth  chapter  is 
to  (hew,  that  the  Chronicle  was  not  en¬ 
graved  by  PUBLIC  AUTHORITY,  by  the 
diredion  ot  the  inagiltrates,  or  the  people 
of  Paros* 

To  cltahlilh  this  propofitlon,  the  au¬ 
thor  oblerves,  hrlt,  that  public  in- 
fcfiptions  iilually  begin  in  this  man¬ 
ner  ;  H  BOTAH  KAl  O  AHMOS,  “  The, 
fenatt  a  id  the  people,”  or  in  this  form  • 
EAOHEN  THI  BOYAHI  KAI  Tfil 
AHMi21,  “  It  pleHlcd  the  ienate  and  the 
people,”  But  the  Parian  Chronologer 
begins  his  infcripiion  in  a  very  diiFeicnt 
manner,  as  follows :  “  [ 

have  defciibed  preceding  times,  begin¬ 
ning  from  Cccrops.”  Thcfc  are  the  words 
of  a  private  man,  fpeaking  of  his  own 
perfurniance  in  the  hi  ll  |7erfon  lingular, 
and  do  not  in  the  lealt  conefpond  with 
thofe  forms  of  exprefiion  which  we  gene¬ 
rally  find  in  inlcnptlons  coinpofed  by 
the  order  of  the  llnaie  or  the  people  of 
any  country. 

This  argument  cannot  be  much  af- 
feiied  by  obftiving,  that  the  beginning 
of  the  infeription  is  obliterated  j  for  it 
entirely  depends  on  tlie  words  now  re¬ 
maining. 

Secondly,  The  fa6\s  and  dates  wliich 
are  mentioned  in  the  Clnonicle  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  extiatled  from  any 
public  recvn  ds,  or  calculated  to  an  Twer 
tlie  puipofc  of  authentic  dccumeiur..  For 
in  either  view,  it  is  moit  probable  the 
compiler  would  have  preferved  a  regular 
fei ies  of  kings  and  archons.  But  this  is 
not  the  ca(c.  Many  eminent  princes  and 
inagilbatcs  aie  palled  over  viithcut  no- 
tice.  The  fa61s  chiefly  fpecified  are  not 
matters  of  general  or  national  impor¬ 
tance:  and,  ill  fevtral  inllances,ihe  iranl- 
a^Iions  of  whole  centuries  aie  cntiiely 
omitted. 

Thirdly,  The  Parian  infeription  is 
fucli  a  one  as  we  can  hardly  luj)pol'e  the 
magittrates  or  the  people  ot  Paros  would 
have  orderevl  to  be  engraved.  Stately 
ftpulchrts,  pillars,  tiiumplnd  arches,  and 
the  like,  were  eicFted  to  pi^rpetuaie  tlie 
glory  of  eminent  men.  1  he  remem¬ 
brance  of  events  in  w  hicli  nations  were 
intcrefied,  the  Uiuccii.or.  of  pilnces,  &c. 
were  preferved  in  li'.c  fame  manner. 
Lv-Jigues,  dccre.  5,  and  laws  were  like- 
viic  engraved  on  rr.aible  or  b*afs,  and 
hxvd  to  a  pillar,  the  walls  ot  a  temple,  or 
ct)*.cr  public  buddings  j  became  luch  ir.- 
•ciipiioiis  wMc  dtiigntd  for  the  inflec¬ 


tion  of  the  people,  as  they  cflcnlially  con¬ 
cerned  their  condu6f,  their  property,  their 
liberty,  or  their  lives.  But,  our  author 
aiks,  for  v»hom  could  the  Chronicle  of 
Paros  be  intended  {  It  contains  no  en¬ 
comiums  on  any  of  the  patriots,  the  he¬ 
roes,  or  the  demigods  of  the  country,  no 
decrees  of  the  magiftrates,  no  public  re¬ 
cords,  no  laws  of  Itate.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  is  a  work  of  mere  fpeculation 
and  learning,  in  which  the  inhabitants  of 
that  illand,  cfpecially  the  common  people, 
had  not  the  leall  interell  or  concern. 

Thefe  words  at  the  beginning, 

To;  i/Lc  Tla^cft  would  naturally  lead  usto 
fuppofe,  that  the  infeription  related  to 
Paros.  And,  if  fo,  it  would  have  been 
natural  for  the  author  to  have  mentioned 
fome  of  the  inoft  important  occurrences 
in  the  hlficry  of  that  illand,  which  are 
diftintlly  fpecified  in  this  chapter.  But* 
fays  this  acute  and  learned  critic,  what 
feheme  does  our  Chronologer  purfue  on 
this  occalion  }  Docs  he  record  the  events 
and  revolutions  of  his  own  country  ? 
Does  hi^it  ntion  any  of  the  battles,  fiegcs, 
and  treftiesof  the  Parians  ?  any  of  their 
public  inllitutions  ?  any  of  their  poets, 
patriots,  or  waniors  ?  Does  he  mention 
Archilochus^  who  was  honoured  by  his 
countrymen,  and  dilVmguilhed  as  a  poet 
in  a  general  alfembly  of  the  Greeks 
Not  a  I'yilable  on  any  of  thefe  fubje61s  ! 
On  the  contrary,  he  rambles  from  place 
to  place,  and  records  the  iranfatlions  of 
Athens,  Coiinth,  Maccdon,  Lydia, Crete, 
Cyprus,  Sicily,  Perfia,  and  other  foreign 
countries  willi  which  Paros  had  no  con¬ 
nection. 

In  this  view  the  infeription  feems  to 
have  been  as  impertinent  in  the  ifiand 
of  Paros,  as  a  marble  monument  would 
lie  in  this  country,  recording  the  anti¬ 
quities  of  France  or  Spain,  or  one  in  Ja-» 
maica  recording  the  revolutions  cf  Eng¬ 
land. 

Upon  a  fiippofition  that  the  infcrip¬ 
iion  is  a  forgery,  it  is  eafy  to  account  for 
this  extraordinary  circumfiancc.  A  few 
chronological  occurrences  in  the  ancient 
liirtovy  of  Paros  would  not  have  been 
fo  intcrefilng  to  the  generality  of  read¬ 
ers,  or  fo  valuable  in  the  eltimation  of 
every  lover  of  antiquities,  or,  in  ihort,  fo' 
piolitable  to  the  complltr,  as  a  general 
iylfein  of  Grecian  chronology. 

As  this  perf  ormance  is  a  work  of  great 
importance,  and  written  in  a  very  madcrly 
manner,  we  lhall  purl'ue  the  fubiett  in  our 
next  Magazine.

from  Nature.*' — Thefc  are  very  far  beyond 
his  other  performances  they  are  pretty,

As  a 
lample,  the  following  is  his  “  Augult.’*

^T^HIS  work  is  evidently,  as  the  title 
itlclf  exprcllcs,  a  continuation  of 
the  plan  which  our  aiitlic»r  To  fuc* 
cc'jfully  began  to  cxliibit  to  the  world 
laft  vear  in  his  “  Rural  Kconomy  of 
Norfolk.”  In  reviewing  that  trulv-va- 
luable  |>erformance  *,  while  we  gave  our 
readers  a  full  view  of  Mr.  Alarlhairs 
general  obje6l»  not  in  that  work  only, 
but  in  thofe  he  propofed  afterwards  to 
publilh  on  the  fame  extenfive  principle 
of  agricultural  utility,  we  omiited  m^t 
to  pav  thofe  compliments  to  him  winch 
wc  always  think  indifpenfibly  due  to  fu- 
perior  gcnnis  indt futi^ablv  exerted  for 
the  promotion  of  the  public  good. — Very 
rare  is  it  indeed  that  we  fee  the  powers  of 
genius  and  of  indullry  united  \\  ;th  much 
effecl  in  one  perfon  \  but  true  as  the  re¬ 
mark  may  be  in  general,  Mr.  Marihall 
feems  to  be  one  of  the  few  happy  ex¬ 
ceptions  to  it. 

In  an  advertifement  prefixed  to  the 
work  hcfoic  us,  wc  are  told,  that  the 
author  (in  the  proi'ecution  of  his  plan, 
as  intimated  in  the  preface  tothe ‘‘ Rv.ral 
Economy  of  Norfolk”)  palfed  from  that 
county  in  Novcniler,  1782,  through 
Lincolnfhire  into  Yorkfiiirc,  his  native 
county,  where  he  palled  fix  months, 
principally  in  obfervin,*  and  rceilltring 
its  rural  econ''my  \ — a  tafk  he  was  better 
enabled  to  perform  in  fo  fhort  a  time,  as 
bis  early  youth  was  fpent  among  it,  and 
bis  acquaintance  with  its  prefetit  prac¬ 
titioners  of  couiTe  extei^fivc.  On  leav¬ 
ing  the  county  in  iM.iy  1783,  He  conl:- 
dered  liiiv.felf  polleilVd  of  mateiirils  fuf- 
ficient  for  the  pu'pofc  lie  thfn  had  in 
view  j  but  on  looking  over  liis  papers 
(after  he  had  got  the  Norfolk  Eco- ‘ 
nomy  through  the  prei’s)  he  found  many 
additions  wanting  to  render  his  regifter 
fit  for  the  public  eye.  F(»r  thi^  rtafon, 
in  March  1787,  he  paid  Yorklhire  a 
fccond  vifit,  and  made  a  farther  flay  in 
it  of  nine  months  }  during  wdrich  time 
he  not  only  filled  up  the  deficiencies  he 
was  aware  of,  but  received  an  influx  of 
frefh  information  he  did  not  expc£l.— 
When  he  went  down  into  the  county, 
it  was  his  intention  to  have  m  «dc  EX* 
CL’RSIONS  into  its  beft-Cultivated  dif- 
tiiffs;  but  having  found,  in  th.e  im¬ 
mediate  environs  of  the  Jlation  he  had 
been  led  to  fix  in,  full  employment  for 


the  time  appropriated  at  prefent  to  the 
county,  thofe  cxcurlions  are  nccclfarily 
poftjH)ncd. — The  author  poftponcs  them, 
however,  with  lefs  regret,  as,  fays  he,

the  primary  objctl  is  to  obt.tin  the  •iviiie^ 
h‘ differing  pr apices  of  s  t  A  T 1  on s  cho- 
fen  in  distant  counties  the 
partial  excellencies  (?/"  INTERMEDIATE 
DISTRICTS,  however  defirablc  they 
may  he,  arc  objcfls  oi .\feeo7:Uary  nature.’* 
The  w'ork  is  illuftrated  with  two  well- 
cxccuicd  engravings  ;  the  one,  a  Ikctch 
of  the  County  of  York  j  the  other,  ft 
View  of  the  Vale  of  Pickering  and  its 
adjacent  hills.  After  a  general  dcfcrip- 
iion  of  the  county,  and  a  particular  onfc 
of  the  vale  of  Pickering,  w  ith  Ibme  re¬ 
marks  on  the  nature  of  Yorkfliire-tc- 
nures,  Mr.  Marihall  proceeds  to  confi- 
dcr  the  “  gener.d  management  of  cl- 
tates,  in  whicli  (ditfering  widely  from 
the  Norfolk  practice)  wc  find  this  rc» 
markable  circumflanee,  namely,  that 
tenants  are  in  full  pofl'clfion  of  the  farms 
tlicv  occupy,  which,  until  of  late  years, 
they  have  been  led,  by  indulRcni  treat¬ 
ment,  to  conlidcr  as  hereditary  pollcf- 
fions,  defeending  from  father  to  fon, 
through  rucceihve  generations  j  the  in- 
ferrion  ot  their  names  in  the  rent-roll 
having  been  tonfidertd  as  a  ttiuiie,  al- 
nv'll  as  peiinaiu  nt  and  fafe  as  that  givea 
by  a  more  formal  admilfion  in  a  copy* 
hold  court.’’

Ill  Italy  tfiey  ..re  v^r/  numerous,  from  the  dcft^live  police  of  the  country,  .iddcd 
Ijlhe  p^cvalcTKeof  iuperftition,  hy  which  they  arc  not  only  permitted,  but  even  enticed  to  de¬ 
ceive  the  ignorant.  1  lirougho  ;t  Geimauy,  Denmaik,  Sweden,  and  Rulfii,  they  arc  alfodif- 
perted,  tfiongh  but  fcantily  ;  thtir  chief  popul.^tion  being  in  the  fouth-caft  parts  of  Eu 
rrpe,  which  feem  to  form  the  grand  and  favourite  rendezvous  of  the  G.pfey  tribe. 

Their  colour — which,  howevei,  we  would  rather  Uefci  ibc  to  of  the  titan  of 
\\\t  olive  kind — feems  nt)t  to  be  io  much  owing  to  their  defeent,  as  to  their  invincible  ha¬ 
bits  of  naftinefs  and  l1o*.h.  In  fummer,  they  exp<ilc  their  cltildren  to  tlic  Icorchmg  rtystif 
the  fun  ;  in  w'intcr,  they  immure  them  in  their  fmoaky  huts.  Often  too  do  tlic  mothen, 
after  having  befmeared  their  infant  brood  with  black  ointment,  leave  them  to  fty^  as  iC 
were,  in  the  fun,  or  clofe  by  a  large  6re  i  and  never  do  Chey' think  it  at  all  incumbeut  upon 
them  to  walh  or  clean  their  perfons.

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tion  but  the  amiquity  of  their  faflilon, 
tnd  the  variety  of  their  tatters. 

The  art  of  divination,  or  fereteUing 
future  events,  beione^s  among  them,  as 
it  generally  docs  among  ourfelves,  to  the 
wouten  i  who  fcldom,  however,  pretend 
to  be  thus  lupcrnaturally  gifted  till  wif- 
dom,  in  the  rorm  of  wrinkles,  has  be- 
guft  to  cover  their  brows. 

Admill  all  this  rudenefs  and  harharlfm, 
even  the  Gipfies  find  it  ncceflary  to  have 
a  form  of  government  among  thcmfelves ; 
and  for  tfiis  pnrpofc  they  have  their  lead¬ 
ers  or  chiefs,  whom  they  diltinguifti  by 
the  Sclavonian  title,  WaywQcif*  To  this 
dignity  every'  perfon  is  eligible  who  is  of  a 
family  delcended  from  a  iovmtv li^ayzuodci 
but  the  pielercnce  is  generally  given  to 
thole  who  have  the  bed  clothes,  and  the 
nioli  "  calih-^who  are  of  a  large  ftatme, 
and  not  pa(t  die  meridian  of  lif^. — Of 
rtltgion  however,  they  have  no  fenfe, 
though,  with  theii  ufual  cunning  and  hy- 
pochfy»  they  profefs  the  cliablUhed  faith 
of  every  country  in  which  they  live. 

In  the  ft'cond  part  of  the  work,  the 
author  treats  of  the  origin  of  the  Glpfics  5 
yvhom  in  conjradiftion  to  the  general  cpl- 
Tiion,  which  has  prevailed  ever  fince 
they  naadc  their  appearance  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  he  denies  to  be  of  Egyptian  tx- 
tra6\lon.  With  great  ingenuity  he  Ihcws, 
^hat  their  languige  dilfers  entirely  from 


the  Coptic  ;  that  their  manners  and  cuHp  • 
toms  are  veiy  much  tudike  thofe  of  the 
Egyptians  ;  and  that  though  they  are  to 
be  found  in  Egypt,  yet  cvni  there  tliey 
wander  ahmu  as Jir angers y  and,  a.  m) oth^T 
countries,  form  in  every  refpctfl  a  d;f. 
tiiiLl  jieople. 

Tins  being  evidently  the  calb,  Mr. 
Gielhnann  endeavour  ^  to  piove,  that  thry 
originally  came  from  fitniioltan ;  and 
for  this  purpoffc  he  not  only  gives  a  vo¬ 
cabulary  of  Giplcy  and  Hindoltan  word?, 
:!6fually  dcm»nftratlve,  in  our  opinion, 
that  the  languages  are  fundamentally  the 
fame,  but  produces  lundry  collateral  evi¬ 
dences,  which  evince  a  ftriking  affinity  in 
the  cultoms  of  the  two  nations  at  this 
very  hour,  and  even  gi'ies  fb  far  as  con- 
ieifurally  to  al'cet  ta  n  the  precife  period 
of  their  migration  ironi  that  country; 
namely,  the  war  of  Timur  Beg,  in  the 
year*  i<;.oS  and  14-09,  when  that  cruel 
conqueror  ravaged  India,  and  drove  num¬ 
bers  of  the  terrified  inhabitants  into  fo. 
reign- countries,  where  they  might  be  late 
from  his  fury. 

We  have  not  yet  had  the  plcafiirc  of 
feeing  this  Intciefting  work  in  its  original 
German  garb  ;  but  we  have  every  realon 
to  think  that  the  iranllation  bclore  us  is 
executed  with  fidelity,  ihoiigh  we  cannot, 
confiliently  with  truth,  fpcak  highly  of 
its  grammatical  elegance.

Paris-  This  article  is  the  produ6iion  6f 
llie  Rev.  joieph  Willard,  Prefident  of 
llie  Univerfity,  and  correfponding  Se- 
cretai )'  of  the  Academy.  It  is  addrclf- 
cd  in  ihe  form  of  a  letter  to  the  Piefi- 
dcni  of  the  Academy,  James  Bowdoin, 
T.i-.D. — The  calculations  of  Mr.  Wil¬ 
lard  fec  n,  upon  the  whole,  to  he  juft  ; 
and  ftrongly  do  they  incline  us  to  think, 
that  in  his  endeavours  to  afeertain  the 
'  difference  of  rnericrmis  between  Green- 
;vich  and  Cambridge,  as  much  conclu- 
fivc  cvidct\cc  is  given  as  the  nature  of 
the  fubjeft  will  admit. 

For  the  fecond  article  we  are  indebted 
to  the  ingenious  labours  of  Samuel 
Williams,  F.  A.  A.  Mollis  ProfelVorof 
Maihematicks  and  Natural  Philolbphy 
in  the  Univerfity  of  CambrWgej  of 
which  it  is  the  author’s  obje^  clearly  to 
afeertain  the  latitude.  From  the  ob- 
tervations  of  this  gcptleman  upon  the 
magnetic  needle,  it  appears,  that  the  va¬ 
riation  commonly  tncieafes  fiom  the 
hour  of  7  or  8  A.  M.  till  about  the  hour 
of  2  or  3  P.  M.  It  then  generally  de- 
creafes  till  7  or  8  the  next  morning. 
According  Mr.  Williams,  it  appears, 
that  the  i'jc'  nntiony  or  (as  it  is  more 
technically  ftill  exprefled)  isfub- 

jedt  to  greater  diurnal  alterations  than  the 
•variation ;  and  that,  notwithftanding, 
they  are  lefs  regular  in  their  changes. — 
The  lead  inclination  our  author  cverob- 
ferved  was  SS**  21'  i  the  greaicft  70°  56'. 

Article  the  third  exhibits  a  table  of  the 
equations  to  equal  altitudes  for  the  lati¬ 
tude  of. the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge, 
42°  23'  zS".  —This  paper  is  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  the  Rev#  Prefident  of  the 
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Univerfity ;  and  though  we  find  little 
novelty  in  it,  wc  yet  difeover  a  power¬ 
ful  Ipirit  of  penetration,  which,  with 
the  indultry  of  Mr.  Willard,  mayhcic- 
after  be  the  parent  of  better  fruits.

Tj'ROM  the  opinion  of  Sir  William 
Jones  (and  on  every  thing  that  re¬ 
lates  to  Afiatic  liteiature,  we  know  no 
•pinion  to  which  more  credit  is  due)  as 
delivered  by  him  at  a  late  meeting  of  tiic 
Society  for  enquiring  into  the  hiifoiy, 
anticpiitits,  arts,  fciences,  and  liteiature 
of  A^lia,  it  appears,  that  the  fables  of 
Velhnoo  Sarnia,  whom  we  ridiculourty 
call  Pilpay,  are  the  moft  ancient,  if  not 
the  molt  beautiful,  collection  of  apolo- 
gue>  in  th.cworld;  and  that  they  were  fiilt 
tiMuflated  from  the  Saiiikreet  in  the  fixth 
century,  by  Buzerchumlhir,  the  chiet 
phylician,  and  afterwards  the  Vizier  of 
the  great  AmuOilrwan,  and  are  extant, 
under  various  names,  in  more  than  twenty 
languages. 

Be  tins  as  it  may,  we  farther  learn, 
that  for  the  production  ot  ihele  fables 
the  w'orld  is  p.imarily  indebted  to  tlie 
paternal  folicitude  of  a  Rajah,  called 
Soodarfana,  who  lived  in  the  city  ot  Pat¬ 
na,  on  the  banks  of  the  Ganges;  and

INurUCH  written  evidence  was  received  by 
thfir  Lordlhips,  and  Ibme ''r.'?/ evidence 
waspvcn  by  Mr.  Middl.ton,  ro  wiirtninany 
qneiHons  were  put  about  the  ettedt  ct  a  i’ri- 
tiHi  Refj'lent’s  fignaturc  to  a  treaty  betv.Tcn 
two  native  Princes,  or  powers,  in  India. 
He  laid,  that  if  the  Reudent  li^iv. '1  a  trc<»ty, 
in  confeqiience  of  power  given  to  him  i>y  liie 
£Hipren*e  Council  fo  to  do,  his  hgnature 
would  amount  to  a  guarantee,  and  hind  tlie 
(Company  j  but  if  he  hgn-d  it  merely  in  a 
p/ivate  capacity,  then  his  figna’-ure  would 
^'OT  bind  the  Company  to  guarantee  it. 

Kc  was  afked,  if  it  was  ufual  lor  him  to 
produce  his  powers,  wheneveT  lie  ligned  a 
trt'.aty,  fo  that  the  parties  who  required  his 
fignaiure  might  know  whether  ho  figned  in 
his  public  or  his  private  capacity  ?  He  rc- 
pU  cd,  tlr.t  it  would  be  iifekfs  for  him  to 
produce  1(1  s  powers,  becaufc  the  natives  could 
not  underftand  them  j  but  he  prefumed  that 
he  generally  Rated  to  the  parties  concerned 
what  were  his  powers.  He  faid,  tltat  when 
he  put  his  name  to  the  treaty  between  the 
Nabob  Vizier  and  his  mother,  he  hound  the 
Company,  becaufe  he  had  fufficient  powers 
to  treat  with  her  and  for  her  ;  but  lie  did  not 
think  that  when  he  figncc!  the  treaty  relative 
to  the  cider  Begum,  he  in  any  degree  bound 
the  Company,  becaufe  he  did  not  conceive 
that  he  had  any  powers  relative  to  the  elder 
Begum  fo  to  do.

— He  was  afked,  whe¬ 
ther,  when  they  required  his  fignature,  for 
the  purpefe  of  binding  the  Cempary  by  it, 
tliey  would  have  foug’.it  it  at  all,  if  they 
were  teH  it  v/ould  not,  withe vit  a  fpccific 
power  for  that  purpefe,  adually  bind  the 
Company  ?

— He  w'as  afked, 
if  he  knew  any  inftance  of  a  native  Prince 
d(  nbting  that  the  Refident’s  fignature  to  a 
treaty  was  not  equivalent  to  a  guarantee  on 
the  part  of  the  Company  ?  He  faid  he  did  ; 
for  the  younger  Begum  had  fent  to  Calcutta 
to  liavc  her  treaty  figncd  by  Mr.  Hallings, 
after  it  had  been  ftgncd  by  tlie  wltnefs,  then 
Refident  at  Lucknow. — Me  was  aflicd,  if 
tlie  elder  Begum  liad  ever  taken  fuch  a  rtep, 
or  ever  exprelTed  the  lead  doubt  of  tlie  Re- 
fidcnt's  fignature  being  cqlial  to  a  guarantee 
of  the  Company  ?  He  replied,  that  cer¬ 
tainly  flic  had  never  taken  any  fuch  dep,  or 
done  any  thing  that  indicated  a  doubt  of  the 
Conijjaii)  s  being  bound  by  the  fignature  of 
the  Relidcnt. — Mr.  Sl)crld:.n  afked,  if  he  had 
always  been  of  opinion,  that  a  Refident’s 
fignature  amounted  to  a  guarantee  only  wlien 
he  had  fpccific  powers  given  to  him  for  that 
purpofe  ?  He  faid,  he  believed  he  had.— 
Here  Mr.  Sheridan  thought  it  neceflary  to 
rcfrelh  his  memory,  by  alking  lilm,  if  lie  had 
ever  declared  any  where,  tliat  the  bare  at¬ 
testation  of  Sir  Robert  Barker  to  a 
treaty  bctw'ccn  two  native  Princes,  had  been 
deemed  and  received  as  equivalent  to  the 
Company’s  guar.intcc  ?  He  anfwered  in 
the  afiirmative.  His  reafon  for  entertaining 
the  opinion  contained  in  that  declaration 
was,  that  Sir  Robert  Darker  wms  in  a  very 
high  dation,  being  Commander  in  Chief.— 
Mr.  Sheridan  .aC  ed  him,  if  lie  had  always 
been  of  opinion,  that  Princes  requiring  the 
fignature  of  a  Drililh  Refident  to  a  treaty  to 
which  the  EngllTli  could  not  be  parties,  un- 
kfs  they  were  to  be  confidered  as  guarantees, 
might  call  upon  fucli  Refident  to  produce  the 
povvers  under  which  he  a^ed,  that  it  might 
be  kniiwn  whether  he  fin  ned  v  lth  or  without 
authority*  and,  confequently,  whether  the 
Company  were  or  weic  not  to  be  made  gua- 
rante.s  by  his  figning  ?

To  this,  the  anfvver  of  Major  Scott  was  as  follows  : —

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purpofc  of  juf)ifying  Mr.  Haftings  for  plun¬ 
dering  thefe  Frincertes,  and  preventing  any 
future  enquiry  into  his  conduct  on-  that 
head  ? — He  anfwered  in  t)ie  negative  j  for 
thoijgli  he  confidered  the  revolution  of  Be¬ 
nares  to  have  been  of  fo  important  a  nature, 
tliat  lie  tliought  at  tlic  time  it  would  lead  to 
an  enquiry  into  the  conduct  of  the  Governor- 
Cencral,  yet  the  public  notoriety  of  the  dif- 
atfc^lion  of  the  Begums  did  not  leave  ii^in 
rocm  to  think,  even  for  a  moment,  that  the 
punilhment  infli^fed  on  thefe  Princtfles  for 
their  rebellion  could  cs'er  be  made  a  fubjeft 
•f  public  enquiry.— He  was  afked,  if  he 
Mmfelf  had  not,  by  the  diredion  of  Mr. 
Haf\ing>,  dcfirtd  Mr.  Middleton  to  contrive, 
if  iwfTihle,  to  bring  the  Nabob  to  make  a 
rcquililion  that  he  might  be  permitted  to 
felze  ihc  jaghircs  of  his  mother  and  grand- 
fiK'thcr  ?  On  this  point  the  witnefs  could 
not  fpeak  with  great  certainty  j  but  he  was 
inclined  to  anfwer  it  rather  in  the  negative 
than  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Sheridan  then  read  a  paflage  from  the 
fecond  defence  of  Mr.  Haiti ngs,  in  which  the 
latter  gentleman  faid,  that  Sir  Elijah  Impey 
kad  Seen  diredtd  to  make  fuch  a  communi¬ 
cation  to  Mr.  Middleton.  Mr.  Sheridan  then 
aflted,  if  the  witnefs  difbelicvcd  that  alfer- 
fion  >  He  replied,  t!<at  probably  what  Mr. 
Haflings  had  written  was  true,  but  that  he 
did  not  recoiled  that  the  fad  was  as  it  was 
Itated  there.  Mr.  Sheridan^  then  faid,  that 
be  muft  conclude  tlic  witnefs  coniradldcd 
the  alfcrtion  made  by  Mr.  Haltings.  Sir 
llijah  obferved,  that  he  gave  his  evidence 
without  confidtilng  l^w  it  would  bear  on 
either  tlic  charge  or  the  deftnee  j  and  cliat  it 
would  be  for  the  Court  to  apply  it.— Mr. 
Sheridan  faid,  that  he  would  prove  herc- 
ifter,  to  the  entire  fatisfadion  of  their  Lord- 
fliips,  that  the  Nabob  iud  been  urged  and 
prefTcd  on  the  pait  of  Mr.  Hafiings  to  make 
a  rcijuifition  for  leave  to  refume  the  Begums 
jaghircs ;  that  he  at  length  did  make  the  dc- 
fired  rcquifition  in  form,  and  that  Mr.  Halt¬ 
ing*  had  aded  as  if  fuch  requifition  had  been 
made  freely  and  voluntarily  by  the  Nabob. 

At  the  conclul'ion  of  his  evidence,  Sir  Eli¬ 
jah  Imjjcy  ufed  the  following  words  :

“  faid — “  Stay  at  home  !’*  1  have  acivifed, 
when  I  might  coldly  have  denied  my  ad- 
“  vice.  But,  I  thank  God,  recollcdion  docs 
“  not  raife  a  blulh  at  the  part  I  took  ;  and 
“  what  I  thin  did,  I  am  not  now  afhamed  to 
“  mention  !” 

At  half  part  five  the  Managers  feemed  ^ 
to  think  they  had  heard  enough  from  Sir 
Elijah. 

Various  Lords  put  different  quellions  : 
Lords  Suffolk,  Carlille,  Stanhope,  Waliing- 
ham,  Kinnaird,  and  Portchefter,  the  iatrer 
of  whom  ufed  a  word  from  the  witnefs,  viz. 
fs^regate. 

The  Couit  was  very  numeroufly  at. 
tended. 

Twenty-Fourth  Day. 

Wednesday,  May  7. 

This  day  a  great  deal  of  written  cvloenci 
was  produced  to  fhew  what  exceffes  had 
been  committed  by  the  Englilh  Rationed  In 
Oude,  upon  the  Inhabitant*  of  that  country ; 
one  paper  Bated,  that  one  morning  an  Eng¬ 
lilh  officer  had  caufed  tlic  head*  of  eighteen 
natives  to  be  Bruck  off. 

A  letter  was  next  read  to  difprovc  the  af- 
fcrtlon  made  by  Mr.  HaBings  in  his  defence, 
that  he  had  left  the  territory  of  Oude  in  a 
flourifhing  condition.  This  letter  was  from 
Lord  Cornwallis— It  Bated,  that  on  hisvlfii 
to  Lucknow  he  was  received  by  the  Vizier 
with  every  mark  of  refpe^t  and  attention  ; 
but  that  he  was  fhocked  at  the  deplorable 
appearance  of  the  country  and  the  people  ; 
that  he  exhorted  the  Nabob  in  the  moB  ur¬ 
gent  manner  to  adopt  a  fyBem  of  oeconomy 
in  the  expenditure  of  the  revenue,  and  to  lay 
down  fixed  principles  of  government  for  tl.e 
happinefs  and  advantage  of  his  fubje^ls. 
That  the  Vizier  replied,  he  had  no  intcreB 
in  cBablilhlng  a  fyBem  of  oeconomy,  while 
the  influence  of  the  Enel'lh  Government 
ruled  every  thing  about  his  Court  and  in  his 
dominions ;  and  that  for  him  to  attempt  a 
new  fyBem  of  government,  under  fuch  clr- 
cumilances,  vc'ould  be  abfurd,  as  his  autho¬ 
rity  was  laughed  at  and  defpifed  by  his  fub- 
jefts,  who  looked  upon  him  as  a  cypher ; 
but  that  if  the  Englifli  were  to  fuffer  him  to 
be  the  mafter  of  his  dominions,  he  would 
become  truly  occonomical,  and  lay  down 
plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  commerce 
and  encouragement  of  the  agriculture  of  his 
people. 

'Another  letter  from  Lord  Cornwallis 
Bated,  that  his  Lordlhip  had  feen  feme  of 
tiic  cavalry,  and  other  parts  of  the  army  of 
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Chide,  but  that  he  had  found  them  fuch  as  it 
would  not  be  fafe  for  a  General  to  place 
much  dependence  upon ;  and,  indeed,  from 
all  he  had  feen  of  the  country,  that  it  would 
be  impoflible  for  tlic  Company,  in  cafe  of  a 
war,  tc  draw  any  alFiftance  from  it. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  was  read, 
to  contradict  another  affertion  in  the  dcfcnc^ 
made  by  Mr.  Haftings,  namely,  that  the 
Princes  of  India  had  a  high  opinion  of  his 
good  faith  j  and  that  Madajce  Scindia  had 
written  a  letter  to  our  moft  Gracious  Sove¬ 
reign,  in  which  he  bcltowcd  the  highefl 
praile  on  Mr.  Haftings,  and  feemed  to  have 
nothing  more  to  afle,  than  that  thofe  who 
fhouid  fucceed  him  in  his  government  might 
follow  his  example.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick’s  let¬ 
ter,  which  was  addreffed  to  Lord  Cornwal¬ 
lis,  alFurcd  that  the  nr.tives  had  experienced 
fo  many  breaches  of  faith  on  the  part  of  the 
Lnglifh,  that  it  would  be  a  very  difficult 
matter  to  prevail  upon  them  ever  to  place* 
confidence  in  our  promifis  or  engagements ; 
and  therefore,  however  finctre  Government 
might  be  in  their  intention  to  he  faithful  to 
their  engagemcr.ts,  nothing  but  time  and 
fome  more  happy  experience  of  a  change  in 
our  meafures,  could  make  the  natives  place 
any  confidence  In  our  afluranccs.  This  letter 
of  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  was  the  more  remarkable, 
as  it  was  written  from  the  country  of  Ma- 
dajee  Scindia  the  Mahratta  Prince,  who, 
according  to  the  defence  of  Mr.  Haftings, 
had  fo  great  a  reliance  upon  the  faith  of  his 
govcinment,  that  he  wilhed  all  future  Go- 
\ernors  of  Bengal  might  adhere  as  rcllgicufly 
to  their  engagements  as  Mr.  Hultings  had  to 
his. 

The  Managers  having  gone  through  this 
written  evidence,  dcfired  that  • 

Mr.  MIDDLETON 

fhouid  be  called  to  the  bar.  This  gentleman 
having  made  his  appearance,  underv/ent  a 
long  examination  on  the  fubjedl  of  the  fei- 
zure  of  the  Begum’s  jaghircs,  and  their  trea- 
fure.  Arc.  &c.  He  w’as  afkcd  how  long  the 
rebv-llion  of  the  Begums,  fuch  as  he  fup- 
pofed  it  to  be,  had  Lifted  ?  He  faid  lie  be¬ 
lieved  the  period  of  its  duration  might  have 
been  from  the  fame  period  in  the  month  of 
Auguft,  at  which  Clicyt  Sing  broke  o\ii  into 
rebellion,  to  the  latter  end  of  September.-— 
This  queftion  was  thought  to  be  the  more 
material,  as  the  Begums  were  not  ftripped 
of  their  jaghires  till  the  December  following, 
near  three  months  after  the  conclufion  of  the 
fupjx>fed  rebellion,  though  that  rebellion  had 
lince  been  made  the  ground  or  caufe  for 
which  thefe  jaghircs  were  feized. 

He  was  afkcd,  if  Sir  Elijah  Impey  had 
communicated  tp  him  the  pleafurc  of  Mr. 
Wallings  relative  to  the  rcfuniption  of  tlie 


jaghircs  ?  He  believed  he  might  have  con  • 
veiled  with  Sir  Elijah  on  the  fubjc<Sl.  A 
pafTagefrom  one  of  his  own  lettci  s  W’as  then* 
read  to  him,  in  thefe  words : — “  Vour  plea- 
“  furc  I  have  learned  from  Sir  Elijah  Jmpey 
“  relative  to  the  Begums,  and  1  ihall  take 
“  care  to  ufc  every  Inftuence  with  the  Na- 
“  bob  to  fccond  your  views.”  He  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  he  had  written  the  letter  in  which 
that  paffiage  was  to  be  found,  'i  he  object 
of  the  Managers  in  examining  the  witnefi  to 
this  point  was,  to  flicw  that  the  pLn  for 
feizing  upon  the  treafures  of  tlie  Begums,  had 
originated  with  Mr.  Haltings,  and  not  with 
the  Nabob. 

The  Managers  then  read  t  letter  from  the 
Bow  Be*gum,  or  princefs  mother,  to  Mr, 

Briflow,  flating  tlie  hardfhip*  cf  ner  fitua- 
tion,  the  calumnies  of  her  enemie's,  and  licr 
own  Innoccncr,  and  calling  upon  the  Eng» 
liih  for  that  prcrc^ion,  which  by  treaty  they 
were  bound  to  nttoid  her.  Other  ieitcra 
wer»:  read,  written  by  Lieutenant -Colonel 
Hannay  and  Capt.  Gardon,  to  the  Begum, 
and  her  Minifters  Bahar  and  Jewar  Ally 
Klun,  thanking  them  for  their  i»ind  intcr- 
poliriop,  which  had  faved  liie  life  of  Capt. 

Gordon.  The  Ccunfel  for  Mr.  Haflings  ob^ 
jc^ed  to  tlie  admlffiion  of  tlicfc  letters  as 
evidence,  becaufe  printed  copies  of  lettets 
were  not  evidence,  whilfl  the  originals  could 
be  obtaine*d  j  but  Bill  leG  were  they  evi- 
de-nce  in  the  preftnt  cal'e,  as  the  writer,  or 
fup{>ofed  writer  of  fome  of  them,  was  in 
London ;  and  the  Managers  ought,  in  point 
of  candour,  to  call  upon  him  to  Bate  whe¬ 
ther  thefe  were  copies  of  letters  that  had  really 
been  written  by  him. 

Mr.  Sheridan  faid,  it  was  impofliblc  for 
him  to  produce  the  wiiters  of  thefe  letters, 

I  beci.ufc  one  of  them  was  the  younger  Be¬ 
gum,  Avho  was  in  India,  and  could  not  be 
brought  to  this  country }  another  of  them 
(Col.  Hannay)  was  dead  ;  and  as  for  the 
third,  Capt.  Gordon,  he  did  not  think  pro¬ 
per  to  call  him,  though  he  Ihould  be  on  the 
fpot  j  for  notwithftaiiding  the  many  exprt''- 
fions  in  his  letters  of  gratitude  to  the  Begum 
and  her  Minifters,  for  the  prcfei-vaticn  of  his 
life,  this  gentleman  had  not  thought  proptr 
to  take  the  IcaB  notice  of  lo  remarkable  a 
circumBance  in  his  dcjiorition,  or  affidavit^ 
before  Sir  Elijah  Impcy.  But  it  was  not  nc- 
celLiry  that  he  rtiould  produce  cither  the  ori¬ 
ginals,  or  tlie  writers  of  thefe  letters  9  they  ' 

had  been  printed  and  annexed  to  one  of  the 
charges  againB  Mr.  HaBings,  to  which 
charge  tint  gentleman  had  been  admitted  to

.Mr.  Middleton  was  more  agitated,  and  therefore  more  cenfufed,  ih.m  ever.  The  <iucf- 
ti  ms  put  to  him,  kc  app  chendec  tardily;  and  his  anlwers  often  w.tc  fo  pciple.xcd,  as  to 
iT..ik#  t.Hem  yet  marc  tardily  apprehended  in  return. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  prolix  detail,  .Mr.  S.hcrldan  managed  mof>  of  the  nutter.  A  few 
r]usffions  came  fro.m  .Mr.  Fox;  and  when  Mr.  Adi.m  kt  fill  a  few  words  on  their  hae, 
protecting  tnei-  witnefs,  the  Chancellor  v-.ry  properly  let  him  know,  that  “  cs'cry  wiineu 
is  in  t.hc  prote^flon  of  the  Court.” 

The  word  “  caption”  appearing  In  fome  of  the  Fenarc;  papers-^Mr.  Burke,  with 
hl>  wonted  promptitude  and  force,  obferv-d  on  its  peculianty — *•  'I  hat  thi  was  a  flower 
“  not  likely  to  have  been  gathered  among  Oriental  growths ;  but  that  it  was  to  be  traced 
“  fpringing  on  very  ditferent  ground.”  'ihen  flinging  away  hi*  dower,  he  GId,  “  it  fin,lc 
of  the  cafle.”

Kc  replied,  t!i.it  he  believed 
the  Begums  had  made  fuch  .an  accuK  itlon. 

Jvir.  Burke  then  debiui  the  witnefs  would 
fay,  whether  he  thought  it  was  decent  or  ju  fl 
to  commit  to  a  j>orfon  fo  accufed,  the  cl'.argc 
of  finding  out  w’iinefi'es  to  blacken  Ms  ac- 
cufers  ?  He  faid,  he  did  not  commit  fucit  a 
charge  to  him;  he  barely  commu  ..lcat„d  to 
him  the  orders  winch  the  Governor-General 
had  lent  to  the  witnefs. 

Mr.  Law  alltcd,  if  the  jaghirc  left  by  the 
late  Nabob  to  the  Row  Degu.n  wa>  comi.le- 
rable  ?  He  replied,  that,  in  his  opinion,  It 
was  not  worth  more  tlian  two  lacio  of  rupees 
a-ycar ;  but  that  her  I'on,  t!ie  prefent  Na¬ 
bob,  had  given  her  other  jaghlres,  making 
her  whole  ittcomc  j:x  /.ycks  .a  year.  He  was 
afked,  whether  the  Regum  was  not  reputed 
to  have  had  a  large,  and  what,  fum  in  her 
po-Telfion  at  the  tiine  of  Iter  hulb  .nd’s  deatii  r 
He  replied,  that  it  was  co  nputed  lac  had 
two  crorcs,  or  2,000,000!.  Thi  >  rreafure  iie 
conceived  to  be  the  inheritance  of  the  picllnt 
Nabob,  though  it  was  in  the  Zenana;  lur 
the  late  Nabob  refid^^d  at  Fyzah.id,  wli.-'i-e 
his  widow  Ihll  refides,  and  he  Ind  no  orlicr 
treafure  than  that  which  was  depolited  in 
the  Return's  Palace.  He  confidered  ii»e  Be¬ 
gum  only  as  the  Nabob’s  truafurcr,  and  not 
the  owner  of  thewcahh  :  and  a  circuml'tance 
had  occurred  which  ir.duccd  .him  to  form 
this  opmlen.  Wnen  »h'j  1  uc  Nabob  was 
profccuiing  the  Rohilla  war,  he  gave  the 
wltnels  a  draft  for  i  ^  l.icks,  to  be  paid  cut 
of  ihib  liUtfurc  at  I'yzabad  ;  thr  drift,  how¬ 
ever,  was  not  Iionoured  :  tlie  Reg  urn,  who 
was  ai  that  time  with  him  in  tiie  c.inip,  then 
drew  for  the  lame  fum,  and  I.cr  d;  ..ft  was 
im:'nc<b.«tvly  p.»id.

Tlie 
witn.ls  replied,  lorty  I  ickj^  ;  fifieen  were 
fMid  1)  ■fo.'*e  the  death  of  t'.ie  Nabob,  and 
that  penod  the  Begums  had  piid  fifty- 
lix  l.icks,  ,*6o,oool.  Mr.  Sheridan  left  it 
then  to  liieir  Lordihips  to  judge,  wiiether 
Ihj  cuuld  Iiave  2,000,000!.  lierilnj  In  tlic 
Zen  in.i. 

Mr.  Law'  atked,  whether  the  Begums  liad 
nut  a  conudetable  body  of  troops  in  t!r:ir 
jaghires  ?  wdiether  they  were  not  independent 
of  tile  N.ihoh  ?  whstlur  tlic  Begums  Mini- 
fters  did  not  frequently  oppofe  the  N.abob's 
officers  ?  wliether  his  Highucl »  had  not  fre¬ 
quently  expiciTcda  wlfn  tliat  the  j.aghire^  of 
his  pa  ents  were  icfumed  ?  and  wlietlier  he 
had  not  complalneil,  tliat  two  rulers,  mean¬ 
ing  himfclf  and  his  mother,  were  t.>o 
many  for  one  country  ?  The  witnefs  replied, 
that  the  Begums  had  troops,  wiiicli  were 
certainly  Indepcndeut  of  the  Nabob,  whofo 
orficers  had  often  been  reiiffcd  by  them,  un¬ 
der  the  Older'  of  Rahar  and  Jewar  Ally 
Chan,  the  lieguins  Miniffers;  and  fur  thefe 
and  otiicT  reafons,  he  would  have  refuincd 
the  jaghires,  If  he  h.id  not  been  wltlilicla  by 
tlic  Engli.'h  guarantee  ;  but  he  did  not  lecol- 
lecf  preclfcly  that  he  lud  heird  him  fay, 

“  two  rulers  were  loo  niiny  fur  one 
“  country.” 

In  anfwer  to  fone  queiHons  put  to  him 
by  Mr.  Sheridan,  he  faivl,  that  every  perfon 
haiding  a  jaghire  was  obliged  to  have  troops  ; 
thit  tliey  were  neceJTu  y  for  tlie  collection  of 
the  revenue ;  tint  the  Nabob  had  fruquenily 
aue.nptcJ  to  Incroach  upon  the  jaghires  af 
his  parents,  wliofe  Mml’tcrs,  as  they  wuc 
In  duty  bound,  refiffed  the  incivvachinents  j 
and  this  dif-harge  of  Rieir  duty  was,  he  be¬ 
lieved,  one  of  the  reafjns  that  made  the  Na¬ 
bob  diflike  them. 

Mr.  Sheridan  then  undertook  to  fuliff an¬ 
tiate,  that  the  keepi.ig  the  Nabob’s  family, 
portioning  the  daughters,  &c.  &c.  was  al¬ 
ways  thouglit  to  be  a  necclTary  part  of  his 
allowance  :  d'hat  he  had  com[»laIned  of  the 
Lnglhh,  as  the  fourcc  cf  all  his  difficulties : 
'Ihat  two  gentlemen  were  mentioned  — 
whom  Mr.  Middleton  did  not  remember, 
though  he  recoilfcitii  tlir/  were  named  in  the 
letter — Thefe  two  gentlemen  proved  to  be 
M*  .  FJi  i’frw  .and  Mr.  Middleton — thefouner 
<•1*  whom,  Mr.  Burke  obferved,  had  t*s 
^9.'  .'Jcj,  the  latter  tht 

The  letter  was  read  by  the  Clerk, 

Mr.  l.aw  here  obferved,  they  eould  not 
get  accefi.  to  thefe  letters,  as  they  were  take« 
nwMj  tacb  night  by  tl.e  Hun.  Managers^. 

I’hc  Lord  Chancellor,  with  that  ptii'M- 
wiilch  difviimlnatss  on,  and  knows 
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every  tMnj,  faid,  “  They  were,  or  Ihould  be, 
dcpoi'ucd  in  the  l*arliaincnt  Onice — that 
h^ih  fiifttii  iliould  have  accels  to  them, 
when  found  necelTary,  but  that  neither  ihould 
rtmove  them  at  their  plc..ruie.” 

Mr.  Sheridan  alktd  the  witnefs,  whetlie^', 
after  tlie  l.ite  Nabob  had  been  defeated  by 
the  Englilh  at  the  battle  of  Buxar,  the  Be- 
guin  had  not  repaired  to  him  with  all  her 
treafure  ?  He  replied,  tliat  flic  had  repaired 
to  him,  and  had  carried  with  her  valuable 
efl'e^fs,  on  which  ihe  raifed  great  funis  for 
his  ufe  j  and  this  mark  of  fitlelity  and  at¬ 
tachment  to  her  hulband,  in  the  critical 
moment  of  his  dillrcfs,  was,  the  witnefs 
admitted,  the  foundation  of  the  unbeunded 
Jove  he  ever  after  entertained  for  her.  '1  he 
witnefs  alfo  admitted,  that  he  had  heard  the 
Begum  had  prevented  her  huiband  from  put¬ 
ting  his  fon,  the  prefent  Nabob,  to  death  j 
and  had,  by  her  great  Influence  over  her 
hufband,  prevailed  upon  him  to  Angle  her 
fon  out  from  all  his  otiier  children,  and  cenfli- 
tutc  him  his  heir. — This  evidence  was  given 
to  prove,  that  if  thtfe  Princes  had  greatly 
enriched  the  Begum  throiigii  gratitude,  it 
would  not  be  fair  to  fay  tliat  they  did  not  give 
her  a  proptrty  in  the  wealth,  and  more  par¬ 
ticularly,  as  the  Begums  were  obliged  to  fup- 
port  the  family  and  children  of  the  late 
Nabob,  and  give  them  fortunes  on  their 
marriage. 

Mr.  Sheridan  afleed  the  witnefs,  if  all  the 
articles  of  the  treaty  of  Chunar  had  been 
faithfully  obferved  by  the  Englifli  ?  He  re¬ 
plied,  that  he  could  not  anfwer  thequeftion, 
unltfs  he  was  to  read  the  vs  liole  treaty,  and 
all  the  corrcrpondencc.  Mr.  Sheridan  then 
faid,  he  could  alk  him  a  more  Ample  quef- 
tion — Had  any  one  article  of  that  treaty  been 
kept  ?  The  witnefs  could  not  tell.  Mr. 
Sheridan  afkcd  him,  if  any  articles  of  it  had 
been  kept  except  thofe  which  were  dlfagree- 
ablc  to  the  Nabob,  and  which  the  witnefs 
had  alTured  tint  Prince,  Mr.  Haflings  never 
intended  fliould  be  enforced  ?  The  Counfcl 
faid,  the  queflion  was  too  broad.  Mr.  She¬ 
ridan  faid,  he  did  not  mean  to  prefs  the  wit¬ 
nefs  to  anfwer  it. 

But  he  would  afk  this  queflion — At  w'hat 
period  had  tire  Nabob  flipuLated  that  the 
temporary  brigade  belonging  to  the  Com¬ 
pany,  and  tlien  in  his  fervice,  fliould  be 
withdrawn?  The  witnefs  replied,  that  it 
w  as  on  the  19th  of  September. 

Mr.  Sheridan  upon  this  remarked,  that  this 
was  the  very  period  when  the  fuppofed  re¬ 
bellion  of  the  Begums  was  raging.  He  left 
It  to  their  Lordfliips  to  judge,  w'hethcr  the 
Nabob  would  infift,  that  the  only  troops  on 
whicli  he  could  depend  fliould  be  dlfmAfcd, 
flagrante  belUy  jull  at  the  moment,  wlwn,  if 


fuch  a  war  was  affu  illy  exifling,  he  had  the 
greatefl  occaAcn  for  their  fervices. 

A  very  long  exanfmation  then  took  place 
on  t!ie  fubjedt  of  the  witnefs's  hooks  of  cor- 
refpondence.  The  lafl  letter  in  one  <»f  iheJ'e 
books,  written  on  a  Jheet  up  with  the 

refl  of  the  book,  w  as  dated  the  19th  of  Oc¬ 
tober  ;  immcdiacely  follow  fomc  kofc  flieets, 
not  lx.und  up;  ard  on  the  Arlt  of  tlicin  is 
another  letter,  hearing  date  alfo  t!»e  i9lhof 
Odlober.

Now  the  former  of  the  two 
letters,  Irearing  the  fame  date,  was  written 
hy  Major  Cilpin  to  Mr.  Middleton,  and  in- 
clofed  conics  from  the  Bow  Begum  of  the 
letters  tlut  had  been  fent  to  her  by  Col. 
Hannay  and  Capt.  Gordon.  But  thefc  copies 
fliould  have  been  inferted  in  rire  oflicial  bock, 
immediately  after  tlie  letter  from  Major  Gil¬ 
pin,  in  which  they  had  Ixuii  inclofcd. — Mr.

Lo  ci  I.oughhorough  alktxl,  why  lie  had 
not  fent  thtfe  copies  to  Calcutta,  p.n  tlculatly 
as  tlie  Begum  had  rcquelfed  that  he  would 
fend  them  r.s  inftrunienta  of  her  dtferco,  arid 
•voucliers  of  lier  innocence  ?  He  fawl,  he  was 
tlien  retiring  from  Ids  olfice,  and  transfen  Ing 
the  duties  of  the  Refulent  to  Mr.  Hriflew, 
previous  to  his  departure  for  Calcutta. — The 
noble  and  learned  Lord  alked,  w'hy  he  had 
not  carried  with  him  letters  of  fo  much  im¬ 
portance,  and  delivered  them  to  the  Gover¬ 
nor  on  his  arrival  at  Calcutta  ?

had  hsihouftlr.  the  procecdiugs  illegal. 

Mr.  .Mac.lon  ild  I'.ud,  it  was  impolTiblc  to 
know  how  people  nugh:  be  aiduated  on  dif¬ 
ferent  oc  'afioii' ;  bad  iic  been  in  his  fituabon, 
he  m'gfit  li  i\e  .dlowcd  a  refpile  till  his  Ma- 
jelly’s  [ileafure  fli  luUl  he  known,  but  in  lay¬ 
ing  this,  it  was  not  accufiug  air  Elijah  of  be¬ 
ing  wrong, 

Mr.  F.'X  controverted  every  law  argu¬ 
ment  the  Solicitor  General  had  laid  down. 
He  contended  that  Sir  Eljdi  Impey  mult 
li.ive  been  well  a\v.»re  that  the  law  s  <'f  foi - 
gery  were  not  applicible  to  Indi.i :  that  Iwul 
It  In-f.n  the  intention  of  the  legifl.ttw.e  tuat 
thole  lawsldiould  have  cxtenJul  out  of  tins 
countiT,  they  would  have  hkcu  ite  gone  to 
ilie  Wcid  India  iil.uids  and  Noith  America, 
which  weie  coninicicial  couotnc'';  but  fo 
f.4r  from  tliat  licing  the  caf«*,  tliey  liunot  even 
go  to  the  northern  parts  of  this  illand.  Could 
Sir  Elijah  then  have  Cunfirued  them,  if  he 
had  meant  fairly,  to  have  efteid  in  the  E..tt 
Indie*; }  WouUl  any  mm  tell  bun  that  he 
thought  fo  : — No— he  avaiUd  himfelf  of  the 
opportunity  of  being  out  i»f  hi.s  MajcHy's 
reach,  and  of  not  allowing  lus  gracious 
mercy  to  exUMul  to  the  prifoner. 

Mr.  Fox  complained,  lli.t  S.r  Elijah  bail 
concealed  much  of  the  evukiu  e  lu  fnmming 
up  tile  verdt^d,  in  hi.»c  i.uge  to  the  Jury 
had  concealed  Su*  ILdicii  c’liambers’s  opi¬ 
nion,  ihit  iie  ih  T’ht  rue  a‘t  did  no: 
extend  ti>  Tr.di.i,  and  in..tihe  prifontr  inou'd 
he  refpp.ed  idl  t!ie  King's  plcahiic  wa: 
known.  He  had  pretendtd  a.  a  leairn  v^^y 

Nai.Uvun.^; 
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JCutulcom.ir  fiv'ultl  be  immeiViatcly  exe- 
tvitcil — that  fon^e  of  his  fiiinils  hud  offered 
«>oe  of  tlie  Judges  a  bribe  of  30,00'^!. — fo 
that  Niindcontar  was  nmilhercd  to  Ihew  that 
Sir  E.  Irrpoy  was  oot  r.uilty  of  corrupt 
motives  ;  but  he  proved,  th.it  if  he  had  not 
a6\ed  legally,  he  mult  liave  been  actuated  by 
curra)n  motives. 

Mr.  Fox  next  obferved,  that  it  had  been 
adduced  in  palliation  of  Sir  Ehjaids  guilt,  m 
the  1 03  mediate  iirdeis  for  putting  Nnndcom  .r’s 
fcnltnce  in  foio?,  that  the  delay  of  punilh- 
ment  was  taking  away  from  tlie  ctfcdl  of  the 
verdidt,  .and  from  Itnking  tliat  terror  into 
the  natives,  which  its  immediate  execution 
was  meant  to  enforce.  But  the  contrary  is 
ih^  fa6\.  For  fo  far  has  the  crime  of  forgery 
ccifed  being  committed  in  India,  that  it  has 
often  fince  occurred  ;  and  even  Id  late  .ns  tlie 
year  17S5,  when  Sir  \Vm.  Jone«:,  one  of 
the  Judges  of  Bengal,  in  delivering  his  opi¬ 
nion,  ffated,  that  he  was  very  doubtful  whe*. 
thcr  the  cr.me  of  forgery,  as  ft  ^ed  by  the 
laws  of  this  Country,  cxteiidc<l  to  India.  The 
execution  of  that  fentence  had,  however,  in 
a  moff  cnergetick  manner,  had  this  eftert  : 
that  it  fliould  i>e  a  warning  to  every  native, 
however  high  m  rank  and  authority,  how 
they  dared  accufc  a  Goveruvir  General  of 
crimes  and  mifdemcanors,  for  not  one  perfon 
liad  fince  been  heard  to  bring  a  ch.irge  of  cor¬ 
ruption  againft  .a  man  in  power.  It  (houlJ 
be  particul.irly  obferved,  that  the  firtt  profe- 
cution  cf  Rajah  Nundcomar,  thongli  it  was 
for  a  crime  committed  many  years  preceding, 
was  brouglit  foi  ward  tw’o  days  after  he  had 
charged  Mr.  Haltings  with  bribery  ;  there 
w.'^s  therefore  the  llrongrlt  rcafon  to  fulpcdl 
that  the  charge  againft  him  w.is  contrived  to 
fuj>prcfs  Nuiidcomar’s  evidence. 

Mr.  Fox  concl'nled  by  obferving,  that  it  • 
bad  been  urged  .againft  this  impeaclimcnt,  of 
not  being  brought  forward  till  fo  long  .after 
tlie  crime  alledgtd  ag.ainft  Sir  Elijah  Impey 
had  been  rommiiled.  This  argument  he  fet 
afide  by  faying,  that  his  Honourable  Fiiend 
who  brought  forward  this  piofccution,  had, 
like  many  other  men,  been  deluded  in  his 
opinions.  That  even  the  worthy  Baronet 
would  not  himfelf  have  known  fo  much  of 
Indian  affairs,  had  it  not  been  that  he  had  in¬ 
formed  himfelf  by  .allfivling  the  Commiirees, 
in  order  to  fupport  Mr.  Ilaftings  .ag.ainft  any 
charges  which  might  be  brought  againft  him. 
By  this  attend  mce,  and  an  enquiry  into  the 
fubjed,  he  w.as  obliged  to  know  more  of  Mr. 
Haltings's  conduct  tliao  he  would  ever  have 
fufpcifted  ;  and  in  fe.archmg  for  arguments 
to  efpoufc  hiscaufe,  he  dilcovcred  his  crimi¬ 
nality. 

The  At tm-ney -General  and  Mr.  Pilt  fpoke 
ftrongly  againft  the  impfacl  nicnt.

Mr.  Powys  rrovLil,  tli.at  Mr.  Limhurner 
fliniiM  he  called  lo  tlv  bar.  l  liis  g'*utlrnua 
ft.ited  the  variimi  Inrdfhips  which  great  num¬ 
bers  of  ilie  inhalutants  of  Canada  felt  niidi  r 
the  prefent  conftitutinn  of  that  countrv.— 
When  the  vvitnefs  h.id  withdrawn,  Mr. 
Powys  l.ibi'ured  to  prove  th.at  from  the  great 
change  which  hr«d  taken  place  in  Canada, 
fiiico  the  Inyalills  had  been  invited  to  f-ttir 
in  it,  a  change  in  its  cnnllituiioii  appeared  \o 
him  to  be  abtoluicly  uecefTaiv  ;  and  fi>r  thii 
re.iloti  he  moved,  “  1  Mat  it  is  tlic  opinion  of 
this C(»mnuttcc,lhjt  it  is  nccclf.iry  that  an  im¬ 
mediate  er.quiiy  be  in  ft  it  I  lied  into  the  prcfe.it 
ftat't  of  Ciiiiada.” 

Mr.  Pitt  fan!,  he  was  '^orry  that  the  Hen. 
Gentleman  flioalU  luve  nude  a  motio-^^ 
V  hich  lie  from  a  fenfe  ot  duty  nvift  ; 
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Drill  l*c  was  the  more  forry  on  this  occafion, 
as  l»c  was  a  friend  to  the  propided  enquiry  : 
If-e  !*'£  oppofition  was  fimply  tins, — 

t!*..:  neither  the  Honfe  nor  his  Maj«l'.y’s 
Miiiificrs  had  as  yet  futVicleiit  infoimalion  on 
the  luhjcd\,lo  enable  them  to  form  any  tinal 
ai i allotment  icfj>cdl.ng  the  con(\itution  of 
Canada.  Such  uiformation  miglii  be  expefted 
iroia  thtf  itifliudhons  feiit  out  to  Loid 
Doi  r.hcller  to  cnllcdt  opinions  on  the  fuhjeCt, 
and  tr.«nrnut  them  to  Government  .at  home. 
Therefore,  though  he  admitted  tliat  lome- 
tliing  mull  be  di  ne  refpeding  Canada, yet  .as 
this  was  not  the  moment  when  Parh.imcnt 
h.id  fulTiueiit  grounds  to  proceed  upon,  he 
was  of  opinion  that  the  bufiiiefslhould  pals 
over  to  tlie  next  fellion;  .and  for  this  purpol'e 
he  moved  the  previous  qucflion. 

Mr.  Fox  condemned  the  procraQlnating 
lyilcin  of  Mr.  I’itt  ;  he  thought  that  heci-

leivcd  from  Lord  DorchclUr,  or  negkdlvd 
to  obtain  .any  j  and  he  w’as  fine  tliat  Parlia¬ 
ment  was  ts  well  prepared  now,  as  it  was 
hkriy  to  l>c  next  fellion,  to  decide  upon  this 
bufinefs. 

Ml.  Powys  faid,  that  if  his  motion  for  .an 
enquiry  this  fellion  fhould  be  rcjccled,  he 
would  follow  it  with  another,  th.u  the  bufi* 
retsthould  he  taken  up  early  the  next  ftfliun 
of  i*.*i  lianitnt.

Tlie  ordtr  of  the  day  for  the  third  reading

Sii  Jiihn  Thorold  in  the  name  of  the  wimiI 
gi  ow’d  »  oppiifed  It ;  he  faul.  that  w  iihout  anv

The  Houic  Uiwever  rejected  it  on  a  divt* 
full,  .^ves  14,  Koe.'.

The  hiU  W.W  then  icad  a  third  time,  pallsd, 
<,«*d  M.dcicd  up  to  the  Lords. 
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The  report  from  the  Committee  of  thd 
w  hole  Houfe  on  Mr.  Bcai  croft's  Bill  for  ic- 
golailng  County  Flleiflions,  by  caufing  free¬ 
holds  to  be  rcgirtcrcd,  w  as  brought  up  and 
read. 

Mr.  JohfTc  moved  that  the  bill  fhoald  be 
recom milted,  bccaufe  there  were  defei^s  in 
fomoof  the  claulcs,  w  hich  could  be  remedied 
only  in  a  Committee.

In  lupport  of  this  mo¬ 
tion,  lie  ohfei  ved,  tlut  the  account  lately  pre- 
fented  hy  the  Solicitors,  in  confequence  of 
his  former  motion,  w’as  very  general  and  in¬ 
definite  i  and  that  as  he  w  ifhed  for  complete 
information  on  this  head,  he  hoped  the  Ma¬ 
nagers  w’ould  have  no  olijeftion  to  give  in  a 
more  particular  flalement  of  expenditure.

(are,  hut  as  a  Itmiulus  to  caution  and  pi  u- 
deuce. 

Mr,  M.  A.  T.'vlor  was  of  opinion,  that 
the  motion  was  meant  more  as  a  check  to 
the  profecution,  to  which  the  Hon.  Mover 
w.is  well  know’n  to  be  unfriendly,  than  as 
the  means  of  removing  .uiy  doubts  which 
might  have  arifen  in  l.is  mind  rcfpcCling  the 
expenditure  of  the  public  mitney. 

Mr.  Sheridan  ohtcived,  that  theman.igcrs 
had  been  ceo fined  f.ii  being  too  prodigal  of 
the  public  money  in  the  piolccution.

Mr.  Fox  conenrreJ  wltli  his  Hon.  FiienJ 
(Mr.  Slicridan)  in  his  op!ni<*n  of  the  cjlh:oiu>- 
niy  uhich  had  prevailed  ia  tlie  coiit  fe  of  the 
profcculion.  With  legaid  to  ief|>oiirihiiity 
for  any  improper  expenditure,  he  ihou;',ht 
the  Managers  were  only  .accountable  for  the 
lervices  winch  tlicy  dirededto  be  performed, 
and  not  foi  the  piiiicnl.«r  mode  in  whicli 
lliofe  Icrviccs  W'ere  executed,  or  the  ijn  iiunin 
of  expence  arifing  from  Inch  mode.  As  to 
the  motion,  he  had  no  objecVion  to  the  pro- 
iliicliun  of  a  very  p.irticular  and  (pecific  llaie- 
nieiit  of  the  expenccs  meurred  by  the  pioie- 
cution  now  pending  ;  hut  he  would  not  give 
his  vote  on  either  fide  ot  the  ipiclhon. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  hxchequer  thought 
it  very  proper  for  any  gentleman  who  eiiiei  • 
t.iined  doubts  concerning  the  application  of 
any  part  of  the  public  money,  to  m»»ve.  for 
complete  information  upon  the  ful  ject ;  and 
he  Ihould  t'C  ready  to  agree  to  .my  motion  of 
this  nature,  provided  no  d.inp/  r  war  liktdy  to 
arife  to  the  c.uife  fiomthe  prikludlion  of  luch 
intelligence.  He  h  id  no  with,  liowf-vn,  to 
check,  in  any  degree,  the  application  of  any 
films  which  the  Man.igerbrnigiit  deem  mM  ef- 
fary  forcrrrving  on  llic  piofcculion  with  vi¬ 
gour  and  effed. 

Mr.  Burke  conceived,  tli.at  to  cal!  for  .'in 
account  of  every  particular  attiHc  of  expen¬ 
diture,  f'cnJrKte  was  h’gldy  impioper; 
not  th.it  he  thought  the  prefent  motasn  would 
he  of  .any  re.al  detriment  to  the  prof.eciuien, 
but  th.ai  It  would  funilih  a  precedent  wl.ich 
iTught  aftciwaids  b^  praChfed  on  occaln'r.s 
where  it  might  prove  veiy  piejud.ci.d.  He 
ihould  not,  however,  onpofe  the  motion, 
tlrougti  he  did  rot  approve  t!ic  fpint  fp-nr 
which  It  feemed  to  originate.  Indeed,  he 
thought  the  caulcin  which  he  .and  lus  hnuhei 
Managers  were  engaged,  h.id  been  //a>vfu 
Jinm  the  beginning. 

Sir  Peter  Kurrtll  was  nnfiiendlv  to  the 
motion,  which,  he  .rppreiiein*r«l,  was  nn- 
prccedcnled  during  the  piogi  els  ol  apiolccu- 
tion.

N  the  fubfequcnt  accounts  received  from 
Prince  LiclUcnftein,  of  the  late  attempt  to 
ftoi  m  Dubicza,  he  bellows  commenda¬ 
tions  on  the  bravery  and  ardour  of  tiie  Au- 
flrian  troops,  declaring,  that  had  iwK  Ma¬ 
jor-General  Schlaun,  on  whom  the  c«>m- 
mand  of  that  detachment  devolved  upon 
Major-General  Khun's  being  wounded,  been 
mortally  wounded  himlelf,  he  would  cer¬ 
tainly  liave  forced  his  way  into  the  town. 

In  the  general  a6lion,  which  followed  this 
unfuccefsful  attempt,  the  Turks  advanced  fo 
near  the  bayonets  of  the  Andrians  as  to  be 
able  to  reach  them  w’ith  their  fpears.  Nei¬ 
ther  fide  feemed  inclined  logive  way,  till  the 
arrival  of  Major  Schuhirfeh,  with  a  fquadron 
of  the  Kinlky  Light  Horle,  when  the  Turks 
were  tot.illy  routed. 

The  lofs  of  the  Andrians  in  the  a^Iions 
amounted  to  two  Lieut.  Colonels,  oneCaptain, 
1 1 7  Non-commillioned  Officers  and  Privates, 
and  67  horfes,  killed  }  and  three  Lieutenant- 
Colonels,  two  Captains,  four  Lieutenants, 
391  Non-commiflkmed  OHicers  and  Privates, 
and  67  horfes,  'u'oundcd.  Ten  Privates 
weie  mining,  and  turn  pieces  of  cannon  were 
taken  by  the  Turks  during  the  attack. 

The  lofs  of  the  Turks  is  computed  at  up¬ 
wards  of  900  men  killed,  and  one  Turkilh 
Uandard. 

Advices  from  Lieutenant-General  Fabri- 
ciur,  who  commands  the  army  in  Tranfilva- 
nia,  mention,  that  on  the  20th,  26th,  and 
27th  of  April,  feveral  bothes  of  Turks, 
amounting  together  to  2500  men,  attacked 
different  parties  of  the  Auilrian  troops,  polled 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Terzbourg  j  but 
finding  they  could  gain  no  advantage,  they 
retreated,  leaving  46  men  killed,  whillt 
the  Aullrians  had  only  two  men  (lightly 
wounded.
